SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Teenage Sex Programme No. 788/ Teenage Sex 
Programme No. 784/ Teen-age Fantasies An Adult Documentary/ Untitled also known 
as UntitledNumbered 106 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication consists primarily of depictions of adolescent girls engaged in sexual 
conduct with male peers or older men. The publication’s intentional focus on 
youthfulness, in association with depictions of young people engaging in sexual 
conduct for the sexual titillation of the viewer, result in the publication promoting and 
supporting the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication also depicts a girl being sexually assaulted by two men before 
submitting to sexual activity with them. Because these depictions are intended to 
sexually arouse the viewer, the Classification Office considers that the publication 
tends to support the use of coercion to compel persons to submit to sexual conduct. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to this 
publication because it has been determined that s3(2)(a) and (b) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 apply. These provisions override si4 of the 
NZBR Act because they are deeming provisions which cannot be given meanings that 
are consistent with the rights and freedoms in the NZBR Act. 
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
